tlio council in 


effect that the city advertise for bids for 
» city depository for thu dnlly deposits of 
tlio city treasurer. It was done nnd tho 
Union Jfationnl bunk 
offered 23i per 


cent, tor tlio deposits. 


On tho 2-1 tli'of May, ISM, an ordi- 


nance was duly adopted entitled: "An 
ordiimnco to provide city depositories, 
and regulate tlio deposit of city funds 
(•heroin," which ordinance requires said 
treasurer of the city, whenever tho couu- 
oll shall huvo deslfnated a city deposi- 
tory as soon as said depository has filed 
tbo bond piovided fo: in tho ordinance, ! 
to deposit ull funds that may come into ! 
tho hands as such treasurer such deposl- I 
tory so dosisD.'itod, except a sum not ex- 
ceeding 55,0,00, •which siiid 1-reusurur is 
authorized to retain in' the treasury. 


Tho opinion of Judge Fish says that it 


appears by 'the petition that tho Union 
National bank hos been duly designated 
us a city depository; tllut the treasurer 
has boon notified to deposit' thb funds in 
his hnnds'a such'treasurer :n tlio Union 
National bank; that be lias in liis heads 
daily balances averaging 570,000 and 
that ho has refused to deposit suld funds 
in the bank. 


The opinion further says: "Tho re- 


turn sets out tbo various provisions of 
tho city charter relating to the duties of 
tlic city treasurer and tho custody o! tho 
funds, the passage of the ordinance afore- 
said nud his refusal to comply thoroKirh. 
To this return tho relutor demurs, and 
tho question 
presented 
therefore 
is 


whether tho ordinance in question is 
valid. 
It is contonded, firs; by tho re- 


spondents 
tbat tho 
mandamus will 


not lie for tho reason that it is dis- 
cretionary with tho treasurer us to what 
ho will do with the moneys in Ills hands 
as 
such 
treasurer. 
This position is 


sound unless tho council of the city of 
Bacino had power, under its charter, to 
pass tho ordinance regulatintrtho deposits 
of tbo city funds by tbo treasurer. 
If it 


had such power to so control tho handl- 
ing of s'jeh money by him then it became 
hla duty to comply therewith, and he has 
no discretion.

Crazed with thirst, thoy cut tho throats oi 
their burros and drank their blood. Four 
escaped, bur several died. 
The lender of 


the expedition never recovered from Mi 
frightful experience, but was so affected by 
tho memory of his tortures that ho blow 
out his brains. 


Roost Lizard. 


Tho Dipper Indiana and tho Plutos live 


in tho mountains and in tho forests on the 
verge of the valley. Tho Piutos are known 
as tho white Arabs of the dosert.

staple food is lizard flesh, which they con- 
sider a great luxury and which thoy catoli 
on tho borders of tho valley. These lizards 
are about two feet long. The Indians call 
thorn "chahwalln" and roast them as 
caught between hot stones.

stnto ~n tlio mutter of its seldom freezing 
over. " This Is due to the grout depth of 
the hike anil the fact that it is fed largely 
by springs along its shores, and, as many 
believe! at ir.3 bottom. During the sarn- 
mor season the Inko absorbs a vast amount 
of hoat; but, owing to the nonconducting 
properties of water, it is slow in throwing 
It off In tho winter. 


For this reason on many oold wintai 


mornings tho lake's surfnco Is covered 
with vapor, which indicates that the wa- 
ter Is warmer thnu tho ntmosphoro. This 
vapor is always densest over tho deepest 
portious of tie lake, showing thn! the 
water along tho shores in thn shallower 
pnrts has to some extent become colder. 
As tho surface of tho lake cools tho water 
gradually commingles with that below, 
und finally tho whole body of tho inko be- 
comes oaolcd. In addition n heavy body 
of snow molting in tho spring and flowing 
into tho lake, especially in case of a 
'roshot tends to cool tho water and render 
the lako liable to freezing if tho surface is 
not too much disturbed by wind. 
For 


these reasons the hike sometimes freezes 
over vary late in tho spring, even when 
tho temperature is from 15 degrees to ~-i 
degrees ahuvo zero—as, for Instance, a

Something About the.MM«e«- -Their Table. 


Expeni.es Are Ifcld-by the Offlo<rr.-Tbo 
Enlisted Men AT« Fed at tun Expenw 
of the Government. 


To you of tho land who have plenty of 


room for all tho various, departments ol 
vour housekeeping affairs, it maybe inter- 
esting to know how the several hundred 
pooplo crowded beneath tho decks of a big 
man'-o'-wnr. manage to exist comfortab y 
in tho contracted space allowed. Generally 
well forward on the gun deck there is the 
galley on which all the cooking for tlifl 
officers and men is done. This galley Is n 
largo range fastened down to the-dock 
with iron straps, and from early morning 
ciil sundown it Is surrounded by the cooks, 
preparing and cooking tho food for tho va- 
rious "messop" or different tables aboard 
tho ship. If it be a flagship—that is, one 
bearing an admiral in command of a fleet 
or station, tho first mess of importance is 
thM of the admiral, who has all to hlmsell 
a steward, a coot and » boy. Ho may eat 
alone in his cabin or have the captain and 
members of his Bta'J with him. 
Then 


comes tbe captain's mess in his separate 
cabin, with the same complemect of serv- 
ants. Nest wo go down into the wardroom 
where tho 16 or 20 watch officers, engineer 
officers, paymasters, doctors, chaplain and j 
marine officers arc all together in a big 
mess, with a steward, a cook-and five o: 
sis servants or wardroom boys, as they are 
called aboard ship. 


In this mess one of tho officers is elocted 


caterer and has general supervision of ev- 
o-ything pertaining to It—tho general di- 
rection of the steward nnd boys and oi 
tho menu—and the grumblings of tho ois

h,-aped in high mounds by tho furious 
liliuite which swoop down from tho heights. 
Then there is tho fiendish "self rising" 
earth, as they call IB out hero, wMch.ourvos 
iincl puffs up as far us ono may aee, as If in- 
visible yoast were foaming and working 
be-ioath it. Whoever steps upon this treach- 
erous quicksand is lost. It IH but a orust 
over a horrible slimy swamp of salt mud. 
nothing more a-wful than this "shudder- 
ing sand" can bo imagined. Another sec- 
tion is called tho suit earth, consisting of 
millions of sharply pointed pinnacles of 
wilt, harder than stone, like cruel, glisten- 
Jug steel instruments, 


Tfmptocl ttiid Wore Lost. 


•What would ever tompb ono to en tor this 


nccursod pliioot Tho rich fields of boras 
Juwo boon the bait which have lured men 
to their doom in this barren valley, Seien- 
tists say it was once a lake impregnated 
with solutions of sodium, from which come 
tho deposits of salt und boras. It is un- 
doubtedly of volcanic origin. 


Its doleful name was given it back in 


the days of tho argonauts. In those early 
davs of the excitement following the dis- 
covery of gold In California thousands of 
cold seekers made their way overland by 
ivory available route. 
One of these led 


through Ailt Lake City and.across a thou- 
sand miles of alkali plains and tlfjsert that 
luv between the Mormon sottK'iuoiit and 
tho ^ierra 2\cv»da mountains. Quo party, 
numbering about TO, including women 
duel children, was induced to deflect south- 
ward from tho regular trail across Nevada 
in the belief that more abundant water 
would thus bo found and the perils of the 
long journey much abated. But it proved 
; trail to death. The'oxen died of ttur.st 
and starvation, aud one after another of 
the party perished on the sands of the 
cruel, Implacable desert. 
At lost, they

Looking down into tho valley below them, 
t,hev s-iiw a great body of. water, as they 
believed but on descending thoy found 
thuy were tho victims of a mirage, and 
that what they had fancied was water was 
Of 'v tho reflection of tho sun on alkali 
marshes.

-\ terrible story Is told of the exploring 
nartyof 1S71. Tlu-commanfler, Lieutenant 
•\Yh"elcr culled his guide up and ordered 
him to cross tho volley on foot. 
On tho 


snide's remonstrating two soldiers wero 
ordered to start him with fixed bayonets. 
Before an hour had passed one soUlinr 
crawletl into tho camp move dead t.'iun 
alive. Tho other was found by a rescuing 
party, but tho wretched guide had wan- 
dered away beyond help, und one more vic- 
tim was added to tho roll which the ghast- 
Iv, ghoulish spot calls for every year. 
" <iud yet in this awful region, tho most 
arid spot on earth, as Doath valley is now 
conceded to bo, strangely enough, ono can 
find fish. 
There is an extension ot Dmtii 


valliiy proper, known as Fisli Lako valley, 
on the lino between Nevada and Califor- 
nia. In this valley, so my Arizona friend 
told me, there are many pools, brackish, it- 
is true, luit full of carp from 10 lo 15 
inches in length. These cnrp, however, 
huvo been introduced by philanthropists 
and have thrived in all the waters in 
whicli they have boon tried. There is an 
artificial pool in Death valley itself where 
the carp have flourished. There is another 
fish which has been caught in Saratoga 
Springs In tho lower end of Death valley, 
something like a black bass, of brownish 
hue, with a tingo of red on tho buck and 
vellow on tho belly. There are dark bauds 
runnin" down tho sides, and tho fins have 
dark borders. It feeds on insects and Is 
caught by people who camp by tho springs 
with u pin hook on a thread for lino and a 
small morsel of meat for bait. Fish in the 
RtroairiB tributary to the salty lakes of this 
arid region sometimes swim down to the 
lakes, and thoir dead bodies aro fount! 
afloat near tho mouth of tho streams oov- 
o-cd with an aooummulation of sal soda 
crystals, which by thoir weight have 
drowned them. 
In the adjoining country about Death 


valley aro found many traces of former oc- 
cupation by a civilized people. In one 
rimge of mountains is a lofty perpendicu- 
lar cliff of limestone over 200 foot in 
height and having u smooth 
surface 


About 100 foot from thoba.se. of this elm 
aro cut a cross and tho letters X L D. 
Thoy are at least GO foot in height and can 
by readily soon from a great distance. The 
Indians have no traditions concerning 
them and the accepted belief is that they 
were carved by tho Jesuit priests who in 
1GM established missions to the south In 
Arizona. To cut those letters on tho face 
of this groat rlifl man must have erected a 
scaffold 100 feat high or have been lot down 
ISO foot from the top of thu cliff. 


Ghost* There Too. 


But Death valley—th.-.t placo 'n which 


Dame might have laid tho scene of his In- 
fur no and among whoso noisome vapors, 
slimy pools, hideous reptiles and heaps ol 
dead men's bonos the pencil of Doro would 
have reveled—has yet other horrors. 
The 


terrors of tho daytime are as nothing, it is 
said to tho unknown und awful influences 
abroad at night. My Arizonian lowered 
his voice as ho spoke of tho ghostly shapes 
und apparitions that walk there, the fear- 
ful moans and sighs that float upon the 
hot sirocco breath of midnight. "Ha uted 
is tho frightful valley by the most dread- 
ful specters, from whoso opou mouths pro- 
truding tongues loll In search of ono drop 
of cooling water and whoso parched heads 
split apart with the torrido hcr.t. There is 
one awful phantom that rides its horse 
with ucuntoon in its bony hand, putting 
it to Its lloshless lips again and again to 
ilnd it empty and to drop it with a heart- 
rending moan. Tbis apparition has boen 
soon time and again by those who havo 
ventured near tho valley at the hour when 
graveyards ynwn. Indeed, tiiku it all in all, 
one might "search the whole world round 
and not find another such spot which from 
Its situation, 'its surroundings, its horrors 
and Its shadows would so aptly correspond 
to one's conception of « placo for lost souls.

His value depends upon his knowledge 


of marketing, cooking and tho discipline 
he has among the boys, and last, but fur 
from least, upon his honesty, for In a large 
inoss he may handle hundreds of dollars 
in a month. 


The duties of the boys, besides serving 


tho officers at meals, consist in keeping all 
tho staterooms in order as well as the 
mcsfciroonis.

when tukeu in largo quantities, and of 
lato tho same moral objection luis beou 
brought against it as agaiust light wiuos, 
alo and common beer.

Worship offered 
ut this temple is accepted by all the gods, 
On either siilo of tho door aro three red 
tablets, with silt inscriptions. Ono chan- 
delier nod two lanterns of enormous size 
hang firan tho ceiling- In a corner stands 
tiie furnace wfiero paper money an^other 
sacrifices nro burned. 


Entering the temple from tho veranda 


"wo ooino to nn isolated folded door that ia 
never opened except whon the idol is oar- 
;iod forth In procession. 
Over tho door 


hangs a ma«ni!!conc monumental gateway 
jiieco ot carved nnd gilded woodwork. It 
is n most artistic composition o£ miniature 
tmnplos, fostoouod with flowers, amid 
which aro throned the principal gods and 
goddesses ut the Chinese pantheon. Be- 
hind the folded doors nro two altars bear- 
ing tho utensils of sacrifices, the joss fitloks 
and the flvu sacred implements, consisting. 
ol nn urn, two candlesticks, and two vases. 
Tho front of tlio altars 19 set with olubo- 
ruto carved work representing scenes ot 
feudal times, the pageantry of royal courts 
DI- figures of Bilges end kings, illustrious 
generals und statesmen, mingled with 
gorgeous peacocks aud fabulous birds. 
" After passing tho two altars, with their 
costly furvlco of urns, censera, bowls and 
vases, wo stund in front of the high altar, 
ivhich con:ains livo images, the highost 
being Kwun Kucg, tlio god of war. 
The 


four images bnlow him aro Ju Chong, 
his bodyguard und grand executive; Yu 
Tung, hia grand secretary, who records all 
tho dolcgs of men, nnd two lieutenants. 
This shrine Is of beautifully carvocl wood, 
decorated with oiahrc'idcired draperies and 
tinseled ornaments. 
Before tho shriuo a 


flame is always burning, and bits of light- 
ed punk make u pleasant aroma. 
Two 


halberds, about 10 foet long, stand In 
front of thu high ultar. 
Thoro is also a 


stund of miniature battlcflngs of vurious 
colors. In a corner is another stand, con- 
taining a bassdrum and a heavy boll, used, 
to wnko the god or call his attention when 
worshiper* aro present, 


Tho wall;! nre adorned with bright col- 


orod tablets bearing eulogistic inscrip- 
tions to the gods, 
Ono In crimson rouds, 


"Thy grucuabounds like ocean waves." A 
purp'le tablet says, "Tho breath o£ tho 
gods /ills hiiavon and earth." 


A Chinese temple has no.Used timo for 


religious services. 
Tho worshiper coir.es 


whon ho hus something to pray about. 
Family sickness, adverse fortune or some 


j risky business undertaking drives him to 
1 tho oraelo. As he enters he lights his can- 
: dies and inoonso, kneels .upon a mat In 


front, of the, altar and culls upon tho god 
by name threo times. 
Tbo priest then 


takes up two seiniovnl blocks of wood 
culled yum yuong puoy, bows towurd tho 
idol, says his litany aud tosses th'um up. 
The success of his supplications depends 
upon tliu position in which these blocks 
fall. 
IE they both fall in the same posi- 


tion, tho god is not ut home or is In n bud 
mood. 
If the blocks full ono with thu flat 


sidu turned up and und rho other with the 
Hut suifuce turned down, the god Is sup- 
posed to bo ready to listen. Tho worshiper 
uow knocks his lioud throe times threo 
upon tlio floor und ofiors up his petitions. 
This clone, tho priest takes u cylindrioul 
bamboo pot containing bamboo slips about 


i in Inches in length, each marked with a 


number. 
These aro called sticks of fate 


und are shukon toRuther, with tlio ends 
Lurried to the idol, till one is jostled out. 
The priest, or teruplo keeper looks at tlio 
number, consults his books nnd hunts up 
tho answer given to thu mun's prayer. 
The drum boats, nnd the be'.l tolls. 


Offerings of imitation paper money aro 


burned in the furnnoonucl are miraculous- 
ly changed by tho lire into spiritual cash. 
It takes only nbouc ten minutes to burn 
candles, inouusu and paper money, say his 
jirayurs, cast Lie lot uod bo on his way 
home. 


Of nil the gods worshiped by tho Canton- 


ese in America Kwan Kung ia tho most 
popular. 
Ho la tho hero of thoir ballads, 


novels anil dramas, tho embodiment of 
Chinese patriotism. In Ufa hewas a dis- 
tinguished general, who, during tho ralgn 
of the Emperor Lau Pey, conqnerod the 
various tribe,* then inhabiting tho country 
and wolded them InliO one grout Chinese 
empire, called tho Middle Flowery King- 
dom. 
It wns not until 800 years after his 


death, hnwi-.vcr, that ho became a god. 
Tho occasion of his canonization is said 
to liuvo b«en thii drying up of the salt wells 
in the province of Shnnsl, tt calamity that 
caused widespread misery. 
The omperor 


aud his ministers nre said to have prepared 
written prnyors, which woro burnod nnd 
convoyed to heaven in tho smoke.

Holland tho Country Where All tho World 


Shltei When There It Ic«. 


Holland is the paradise of skaters. In 


that odd country, "where up trains run 
on tho dowi] Una nnd tho cows are tied to 
the ceiling by thetr tails," a great many 
things go by contraries, and skotlug is one 
of them. 
Tho weary waiting for a blaok 


frost to solidify the waters of deep lakes 
and treacherous pondo, which in Eogland 
tantalizes tho possessor of "Aomos," pre- 
vents his sleeping o' nights and drives 
skatomafcers to suicide, is to the Dutch- 
man an unknown mortification. 


Skatins is indeed almost the only vio- 


lent ezoroiEo for which the Dutchman has 
any liking, and in the winter he holds 
high carnival on tho ice. 
The number of 


skating clubs between northern Brabant 
and Gfoningen is infinite, but it is tho j 
provinces north of tho'Zuyder Zee—Fries- 
land and Groningon—that the best skat- 
era are to be found. 
Those are tho clas- 


sical training grounds of the Dutch ice art- 
ists. 


When thoro is likelihood o£ o frost, tho 


only thing necessary to nooure a good 
"surface" Is to open the sluices usod. for 
irrigation and inundate tho groat flat 
meadows.

He found, uowovor, that as thoy woro 
uninterruptedly exposed to such a degree 
of cold for a longer period than that men- 
tioned ubovo they gradually lost vitality 
and at tbo ond of Cvo days woro perfectly 
lifeless nnd utterly unnblo to do damage 
should thoy bo taken Into tho human sys- 
tem.—St. Louis Republic.

Tho great pains, the enormous 
expense and abcvp all tho amuslnginterest 
taken by thoso government officials scorn 
to the'practical, matter of fact Yankee ol 
today extremely absurd, and when, one 
considers that all this fuss was to the entJ 
that a few bony old beasts might wandoi 
across tho wilds of Arizona chewing the 
bitter end of tho cactus and alarming tin 
transcontinental tourist tho wholo affali 
grows absolutely ridiculous. 


Fhmlly Beouroo Elophnntii. 


\Vhon tho camels wero Ilnally distributed 


among various western army posts, the 
owners found they had "an elephant on 
their hands.'' Tho' oreatures woro afflicted 
with strange and incomprehensible dis- 
eases with which tho western horso doctoi 
could not wrestlo. Horses did not like 
them and became restive whan stabled 
with tho ugly oastorn visitors. Even the 
hostlers took violent dislike to tho po:« 
boasts, as the labor of harnessing arid 
packing thorn w:w onerous, and they WLM 
everywhere nnwoloomo and gradually fell 
.into disuse. 


In 1301 tho herd numbered noarlj o'O 


head. Some of these wero in 1S02 taken 
to t.ho Comstook mines for UBO in tho des- 
ert, and a train of 10 oE Wioso beasts was 
employed in packing salt from Sand 
Springs, in a desert of salt and alkali 
about 100 miles oast of Virginia City. 
Wagons, too, wero used iu tho transporta- 
tion of salt from these springs, and toon 
with the aid of prairie schooners crowded 
out tlvo business of the camols. They were 
then sold to Mexicans, who used them in 
packing 
wood 
down the mountains. 


Knocking about among tho mountains, 
the wretched beasts soon beoanio gaunt 
skeletons. They woro Jinally sold to n 
ranchman on tho Carson river, who turned 
them out to roam at their fancy nnd to 
feod on tho prickly shrubs of the dosort, 
upon which, as they were somewhat like 
those of their native countrj-, tho animald 
thrived and increased. 


Next they woro vised by minors for pack- 


ing ore from tho mountains to tho mills In 
the valleys, line soon tl:u burro, tho slow 
footed, easy griing "canary bird'1 ot tho 
Rockies, superseded them, and tho entire 
drove was sent adrift iu the wilderness. 
Today tho camels in-o wild, hoary with 
ye;irs, ar.d their hides have assumed n 
iear-liery appearance. There aro only u 
few loft iiuw in '.ho extreme southern por- 
tion of Arizona, and members of :v recent 
bouudarv eiimuii^siun reported that they 
saw two" camels un tho liue between Ari- 
/una iitu! Ifi'.-sim near Sonura.
